He
soemed to be very i1l and the doctor put
a bottle of restoratives on the table In
preadiness for emergencies.

The Count, who is of medium height
with a Kaiserlike mustache, at times
looked about him in a vacant way. M'
other moments his eyes flashed as If he
was being goaded by his thoughts, Then |
he buried his face in his hands and ran
his fingers through his halr.

The (ount answered the questions of
the prosecutor in a weak, monotonous
voice. He pleaded guilty, but sald he
acted on extreme provocation and with- |
out premeditation.

On reply to questions as to his past
life the Count admitted that he had been ‘
twice convicted of offences and had bLeen
fined for Insulting a relative of his wife's,
Count Brinski, who was afterward sen-
tenced for fraud. He was also fined for
& politlcal offence in inciting class hatred
i a public speech.

Before asking the Count some personal
auestions the prosecutor demanded that
the ecourt be cleared. He sald that sex
gquestions must bo discussed which In the
rterest of public morality ought not to |
e heard openly.

Loxpox, Feb. 21.—The Daily Telegraph
announces that Christie’'s will soon sell
at auction a marvellous silver collection
made by the fourth Earl of Ashburnham,
the collector of the famous library which
was dispersed in 1901, The Daily Tele-
graph says:

“From a prosale hiding place in the
strong room of a bank, where they have
been lying unheeded for more than thirty
vears, have come forgotten {treasures
enough to fill one of Wolsey's famous
wagons. The Achans of the world will
assemble, for here Is a sale of loot to|
dazzle the eyes of the most jaded of them
all”

The collection includes a rosewater dish
by Cellini, which can be ranked with the
Cellinl trophies in the UMz and Pity
galleries. Even a rarer prize I8 a noble
Gothic standing salt cellar fashioned In
the reign of Henry V1L, to commemorate
the marriage of a Berkeley heiress with
an Ashburnham. It is twelve and a half
inches high In the shape of a Gothic hour-
glass with a conical cover with a small
mermald as a surmounting figure. This
has been restored. Figures of mermalds
(the family badge of the Berkeleys)
cover the vessel, which bears the hall-
mark of the year 1508

The Oellint dish s 14% inches In
diameter, The decorations are incldents
in the history of Emperor Titus, including
the siege and sack of Jerusalem, which

Weekly Reviews Say Chancellor |
Is Incapable of Accurate
i Statement.

URGE HE BE REBUKED

“To Him Honor Is an Aristo-
cratic Bauble,” Says An-
other Paper.

Loxpox, Feb. 20.--The violent attacks
by the TYmes on Chancellor of the Ex-
chequer Lloyd George, against which it
Is noteworthy the Government press
has not protested, ara followed up by
the weekly reviewn. The Epectator aays:

“Ministers seldom expose themselves
to so well deserved castigations as the
Times has administered. The Chancellor
is not only Incapable of accurate state-
ment, but his explanations invariably ag-
gravate the offence. Whether peraons
or facte or figures are In question he
i» equally Incorrigibly and impenitently
Inaccurate.”

The BSaturday Review, referring ‘o
Premier Asquith's apology for a member
of his party who had overstepped the
bounds of Parllamentary usage In his
attacks on landlords, asks why Mr, Lloyd
George is allowed to plle falses charge
on false charge without the faintlest re-
buke from the Premier. The Saturday
Review asks {f Mr. Lloyd George's
spoeches do not touch the honor of Parll-
ament. It admits that Mr. Lloyd George
himself has no use for honor, saying:

"*To him honor is an aristocratio bauble
rightly despised by a people’'s champion.
But he is the Chancellor of the Exchequer
and although he may use his robes of
office to cover his own defects he has
no right to drag them in the mud. States-
men will have to wear them after him.
It is not decent that he should remain
in office iIf he is s0o sunk as to use
methods and argument for which our
language has hitherto lacked a name.
That the wearer of a Chancellor's robes
should snar!l and yelp in thie manner is
an outrage which has been borne too
long.”

The Pyraumlds still appear on the two
cent stamps, but for the others the postal
administration has chosen a view of the
Nllg, the Ephinx, the Colossus of Mem-
non, the portico of Denderah, the pano-
rama of Calro and the Valley of the
Kings at Thebes. For the dearest stamp,
that at §1, the Egyptians have used the
most maodern structure in the country,

' ing His Patents.

“Wea are sending you this information |
in order that you muy protect yourselves
againet making contracts for exhibition
' neroplane Aying or other purposes with
persons using infringing machines with-
out & license. This company intends to
enforce its rights against all manufac-
turers and users of unlicensed machines,
and we therefore wish to advise you that
1t would be unwise to engage or deal
with any one not using a licensed ma-
chine and who cannot show proper au-
thority and llcense from us.
